UNLAWFUL IS. 
WILSON’S VIEW 


President Calls on Union Officers 
and Members to Rescind 
Strike Order 


LAW TO BE ENFORCED 


President Wilson Declines to En- 
ter into Merits of the Con- 
troversy 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—-Holding 
the impending coal strike to be not 
only unjustifiable but unlawful, Presi- 
dent Wilson in a statement issued to- 
night with the support of his entire 
cabinet called on the coal miners of 
the nation both union officers and 
members, to rescind the strike order 
effective November 1. 

The president declined to enter into 
the merits of the controversy between 
the miners and operators, but em- 
phatically declared that the strike, 
which he characterized as the most 
far-reaching proposal in the nation’s 
history, to restrict production and dis- 
tribution of all necessary articles of 
life, had apparently been ordered with- 
out a vote of the individual miners 
concerned, For this reason, the presley 
dent served definite notice “that the 
law will be enforced and that means 
will be found to protect the interests 
ef the nation in any emergency that 
may arise out of this unhappy bus!- 
ness.” 

The president's statement was 
sued tonight after his cabinet had 
gone over the entire situation with 
Secretary Wilson, of the labor depart- 
ment, whose efforts to bring the sides 
together had failed, The cabinet, With 
only Secretary Lansing detained at his 
hiome by illness missing, met first in 
the morning and again tonight.

unions, which met at Amsterdam last 
July, will open up adjourned session 
here tomorrow and the tnternational 
congress of working women the first 
internatioal gathering of representa- 
tives of women workers, will convene 
Tuesday These two assemblies are 
expected to hold also concurrent ses- 


sion with the officlal conference 
sting Wednesday, although prac- 
tically all delegates to the conference 
of the international federation of 
trades unions are accredited dele- 
gates to the official conference, 
For the consideration of delegates 


to the conference meeting under the 
league of nations, a complete file of 
reports bearing on the laws and cus- 
toms of the world as they have been 
applied to the shorter working day, 
elimination of unemployment, ma- 
ternity insurance, pl stection of wo- 
men and ehildren tn industry, and 
other questions, has been prepared by 
the organizing committee created to 
formulate plans for the conference.

Fort McMurray, Oct, 26.—Judging 
from the samples of oll which were 
taken from different pools on the su-- 
face round ana adout the ground 
staked by the Imperiai Oil people and 
others of Great siave Lake this sum- 
mer, it would seem that with their 
ojj drilling machinery on the ground 
the Imperial Oil company will be able 
to make a satisfactory showing by ths 
end of next summer. Although mueh 


time is consumed getting from Ed- 
monton to the Great Slave Lak* 
country, there will be enough tima

Whether or not there 
is any connection between the 
early arrival of cold weather and 
snow and the absence of epidemic,
